The bill was prepared by a com­ 
mittee »appointed for the purpose by 
Governor Goodrich.

Among the provisions of the 
bill that are of especial interest are 
the following: 
1. 
No 
indictment 
or 
affidavit 
charging any criminal offense shall

to the operation of the statute npon 
which such indictment or affidavit is 
based. 
2. Any count is an indictment or 
iffidavit in any criminal proceeding
